W ashing ton, March 30.—So far as 
foreig ners are concerned the long an­ 
ticip ated crisis in the Mex ican revo­ 
lu tion is near at hand. 
No attem p t 
Is made now by the United States au ­ 
thorities to conceal the g rave concern 
that is felt in Washing ton. 
The lat­ 
est rep orts from Mex ico indicate that 
the revolu tionary movements are rap ­ 
idly g aining streng th and that the 
fédérais are being defeated in their 
most im p ortant eng ag ements. 
The 
few soldiers left in the cap ital and the 
larg e lawless element that ex ists there 
has made it ex p edient for this g overn­ 
ment to take p romp t step s to p rovide 
for the p rotection of its citizens there. 
According ly 1,000 Krag -Jorg ensen ri­ 
fles and 1,000,000 rou nds of ammu ni 
tion, p rovided by the war dep artment, 
are now being disp atched to Mex ico 
City . 
This action was taken with the 
consent of the Mex ican g overnment, 
which has g u aranteed the delivery of 
the arms 
and 
ammu nition to 
the 
American leg ation, once it has been 
landed at Vera Cruz. 
Ambassador Wilson is being held 
by the state dep artm ent as p ersonally 
resp onsible for the disp osition of these 
weap ons. Only American citizens who 
are reg istered with either the embas­ 
sy or the consu late will be allowed to 
draw them. 
They will be for u se by 
these citizens only for p u rp oses of de­ 
fending their homes or p laces of bu si­ 
ness ag ainst invasion.

1, with all March bills, with a few mi­ 
nor ex cep tions, arrang ed for pay ment 
Ap ril 1, and with ap p rox imately $100,- 
000 in the g eneral fu nd over and 
abo v e 
the amou nt necessary to m eet the 
bills. 
Incidentally King no long er 
is 
distu rbed by financial nig htm ares 
that 
have ap p eared du ring the last mo nth 
ar so. 
“For the first time in eleven y ears 
the state has g one throu g h the first 
half of the fiscal y ear withou t having 
to call on the cou nty treasu rers fo r 
advance p ay ment of tax es du e the 
state,” said King . “It has taken a lo t 
o f financial m aneu vering to accom­ 
p lish it, bu t we have been able to do 
tt withou t in any way em barrassing 
any body . 
“It will be necessary to call on the 
cou nty treasu rers in Ap ril for an ad­ 
vance p ay ment, bu t 
it will no t be 
larg e. 
Postp oning it u ntil Ap ril has 
made the m atter easier for the treas­ 
u rers, as most of the cu rrent instal­ 
m ent of tax es are not p aid the cou n­ 
ties u ntil the latter p art of March or 
the first of Ap ril. 
I do not kno w y et 
fo r how' mu ch the call will be.” 
Mr. King said the redu ction in 
the 
leg islative ap p rop riations of 19 11, as 
comp ared with those of p receding ses­ 
sions. had made it p ossible 
to g o 
throu g h the first half of the fiscal y ear 
withou t a call for advance p ay ments.
